BISHOP SEYMOUR. 


A Powerful Sermon on "Divorce" 


—Confirmation Ceremonies. 


Yesterday, the second Sunday after 


Easier, was a day that will be forever 
memorable in the history ot 8t. John's 
parish. It was the occasion ot the regu- 
lar visitation to the parish by the Bishop 
of the Diocese. In the morning he con- 
firmed ten at the parish church. The 
candidates were prepared and presented 
by the rector, Rev. W. H. Moore. 


After the confirmation the Bishop ad- 


dressed the class in words that will linger 
long in the memory of all who heard him. 
After this there was a celebration of tho 
Holy Eucharist, tho Bishop being the 
celebrnn*, tho Rector nctmg as deacon, 
and Rev. Mr. Townsend serving as sub- 
deaoorj. 
A 
large 
number 
remained 


throughout the solemn service, and most 
of them received the sacrament with the 
newly admitted communicants. 


In the afternoon the Bishop adminis- 


tered the npoetolioal rite of confirmation 
at the House of Prayer. Mr. Townsend, 
the minister iu charge, presented u'tteeu 
candidates. 
The Bishop addressed tho 


class nnd also preached the sermon, tuk- 
ing ns his text the second verse of the One 
Hundredth Psalm: "Bo ye sure that tho 
Lord He is Ood." The preacher viewed 
tbo position of the agnostic, and eloquent- 
ly defended tho Christian theory of cre- 
ation. 


In tho evening St. John's ohnrch was 


crowded, nible and vestibule, with nu 
eager nud attentive congregation, many 
ot whom had not been satisfied with 
hearing the preacher for the third time 
that day. 
The Bishop took for his text 


tho first verse of the firat Psalm: "Blessed 
is the man thnt hath not walked in the 
counsel of the ungodly, nor stood in tho 
way of sinners, and hnth not sat in tho 
seat of tho scornful." 
Ho pointed out 


that the text presents to us three phases 
of human lite: First, education; second, 
the first fruits of education, which servo 
but as n p:iuso before; thirdly, the ulti- 
mate result is reached—walking, stand- 


;, sitting. If it were asked what par-
